I came down from La Knchclle yostcrday for 
tho purponu of learniiij; foinulliinn of tin.' ex- 
traordinary naval prepiirallous which N(ipo- 
leoD ia uadoubtudly inukiug with soriio oljjuct, 
and ba.ve toiday boon over thu entire navy 
yard and have seen the vbssels which arc now 
rapidly approacbinp; completion. 

Six veisolt of different sizes nod descriptions 
are on tho stocks bero. Formost amonc; iliom 
is an iron-clad frij^ato cullod ilic (I'licnm', 
which it is cipucUil will ho liiiiiich;'il in 
Aui;ust iifxt, and wliicli will be ouo ot tl)» 
most foriuiilahlo vufsclt in Uie KiincU inivy. 
She id Qve thousand tons Ijuiihun, willi an 
ent;in» of a tlioiitiaml lior.iu [lowi r, and ia 
pierced for fjfly-si.x (.iins, uinonf; whicli will he 
tourti-eii tliree liunilred poaiid gund, carrjinn 
cylindrical and conical shot and shell. Sliu i.s 
iiu ill with a sharp ^storo, thus- greatly diinin- 
isliingthe chances of a successful 'Cre in the 
rear-,' or of the Successful 'punching' of the 
spur from a ram. She is covered with iron 
phito of fifteen contimetrcs in thickness above, 
and twelve centiiiu'tres boluw llu< wUiiT liui'. 
(Tlie cciitiiiu'iro in a liule niiii-e than onci 
Uiinl ol iin inch, and id u.xpM'jJcd by the decii 
mal :vj l.) 

Tlio e.vperiiuont is to be died of .^hcathiiit?

oxydizalion. liesidea her liroadside guns she 
is pierced for an iainieaso bow gun, directly 
uuJer tho bowsprit, aad tho couiinaadanl'3 
ciibin, which is away afl, ia so orrani,'id th;it 
the side and Stern windows may be easily 
taken out and live more guns put in. On deck 
and nniidaliitis in wlnit the engineers, adopt- 
ini; tbe f^n(;lisli word, call u 'blocichouao,' 
which is an iron-clad tower, not intended for 
guns, bat simply for a look oat for the eoni~ 
mander of the ship durinir action. U ij irons

The (Jnienne ia rxpecled to make her ten 
knots, and it is S'lid thai when she is launched 
iho Kmperor will come down here to see her 
oflf. 

Xcar tho Gaicnne, upon the stocks, and in 
an advanced state, is a transport iotciidcd ex- 
pressly for tho conveyance of two thousand 
horses. Thia will bo completed about the 1st 
of NoTcinber. 

Beyond her ia in courao of construction the 
Ti(,'ro, a vessel built very much upon the 
tijodel of the Stonewall, with a foriiiidable 
-•Dur, and (win screws workiiii; independently 
of each other, and enabling her lo turn w ith 
rapidity and ease, and inaliiiig her as valuahla 
for defence as for attack. Then there are two 
ironclad corvettes, with towers and barbette 
guns, and a wooden frigate ond corvette build- 
ing. Great activity prevails in the yard, niid 
it is understood that nil these vessels nic to b» 
complated and launched before ne.xl March ; 
and it ia known three other vesaels of the 
character of the Tigro ara bein;; built at other 
navy yards in France — the IJelli' T at Clicr- 
bourg, tho Cerbere at lirest and the lloule 
[)ii;^uo at fjorient. While at Chcrhoiu't;, bu'. 
."ides the liellier, six oth»r vessels, all of irhich 
are to be linished iii th;; coiir.'ie of tho pr«.-ent 
year, iiro in progress of conalriK'tion. Tlirsc 
are the Volta, a despatch bo-it, to he com- 
pleted in August, and tbo Jeanne d'Arc, an 
irsa>.clad frigate, which will be launched in 
September, i\nd the Eslrccs, another, whicli 
will be ready for sen in June. Two iron-clad 
shi|)S, the Safl'ron and the Atalante, aro being 
linriicd, and a fast sailing corv<:tte, the Cloche, 
teria, was comnienced about a month since. 

Tliero bas recently been completed in thi.i 
navy yard another vessel, which, although she 
haa been launchrd and is ready for work when 
occasion re(iuire:i, is now kept carefully housed 
and removed fnini the vulgar g.aze. fSho is an 
experirsi iital inondf script craft, called the 
i'loi.genr, built, I am inloriiicd, something 
after tho model of ihe Winans 'cigar boat,' 
and is intended for submarine work. It is 
said that a model of tbo bout will bo placed in 
the (Jrand Kx|iosition, in which case I shall 
send you a chMcripi' ion of it. 

Ilocliefort wa.i wisely selciied 113 tho naval 
sta'.ion .at which all ihe.'-i! ve.;.Sf!s wi-ro to be 
liuill. It is an out of tho w.iy iiuiot pla<:e, 
wiiero IVu' loreigiicra and (ewer naiives ever 
■oinr, III).] ivcro it not for an orcn,:ii)nal ncw3- 
papiT coirespondenl looking.' around Ibr some- 
thing extraordinary maklni; his way here, the 
government might go on bailding ships to tbo 
end o( lime without anytbiDg being known 
about it. Acmission lo the navy yard is very 
diflicult to bo obtained, and ic was only by 
great exertion and tho exhibition of ft fair 
siiaro of the aplomh, so neccEsary lo a nev.'s- 
p.aper man, thai I « as permiued lij eiiliir it.

His guilty manner 
aronsed 'my suspicions, and I leoraed all the 
facts from my wife's lips. Ho, Oole, intended 
to take her to her sister in Brooklyn and 
then return and force Hiscock at pistol's 
mouth to confess, beg forgiveness or leave 
the country. He arrived at Albany on routo, 
and th. liking ho bad bettor have it cil his 
mind, went to the holel and at the sight of 
bis wife destroyed and hia ehildiou dis/;racod, 
he became niaddciiod. At tho C'lronut's in- 
quest, Colo stated that when Hieeoek was 
within twelro feet ol him ho drew a pistol 
from his pocket and deliberalcly leveled it at 
his head, almost touching hie face, ho fired, 
and Hiecock fell without an esolamatiou. 
Colo said od tbe way to tho atatian-buuse 
that Hiscock had dishonored his simple and 
iuDocent wife, fie was much otfoctcd Snd 
kept repeating that fact, upparoiitly much 
frenziud.
